Receipts of cattle at 13 major mid- 
western markets were reported as 
6B.000 head by the U. S. department 
ot agriculture. This compared with 
33J0S lost Monday, and 43,713 on 
June 4 when OPS rollback ceilings 
were applied to livestock purchases 
by packers. 

On the comparable Monday last 
year, the same markets received an 
unusually heavy cattle run of 75,- 
877. 

Chicago's receipts of beef animals 
was 14,000 — twice the number ar- 
rtfl'nj a week ago. Today'a receipts 
were above the aeasonol Uonday 
normal,

Ship movements at the nation' 
major seaports were tied Up today 
in labor disputes. 

In other labor trouble, one strike 
against an airlines company ended 
but work stoppage by AFI> airline 
pilots threatened. 

No Immediate settlement appeared 
for the maritime disputes which 
involved 6£0 ships in 33 major porta. 
But federal mediators renewed ef- 
forts to reach a solution. 

In New York, the CIO transport 
workers settled their dispute with 
Pan American World, airway s. with 
the agreement eubject la union 
ratification. The work stoppage has 
disrupted the airline's trans-Atlantic 
service for three dayi at the New' 
York airports. 

General TIeup Called 

The Mltlement came shortly alter 
the union had called a general strike 
of about 1,000 workers at New York's 
Idle wild and <La Ouardls field air- 
ports. A limited work stoppage 
started Friday when 350 ground serv- 
ice employes quit work In protest 
a;a!nst dismissal of 89 mechanics 
by Fan American. 

Picketing by non-striking airline 
pilots continued today against 
United Air lines In. some cities. The 
UAL. pilots were Joined by pilots 
from American Air lines' and Trans - 
World Air. lines at New York's La 
Guard!* field. 

Picketing Spreads 

The picketing by DAL pilots spread 
to San Francisco last night. The 
pilots picketed the airlines airport 
terminal building and city ticket 
Office. 

Airline service has not been In- 
terrupted by the picketing. 

The three-coast maritime work 
stoppages, which started early Sat- 
urday, exerted their full lmpaot at 
th* start of the work week today.

If anything, the 
political rood .In France seems to 
have bent to the right. 

Virtually complete returns from 
yesterday's general elections . show- 
ed the followers ot Qen. . Charles 
de Gaulle became the largest single 
party In the assembly whUe the 
communists won the largest single 
bloc of the popular vote. 
' But the communists did not make 
as good a showing as they did In 
the lots' national elections. The; 
collected 33.4 per cent of the total 
humber of valld-ballots cast yester- 
day, .This compares with aB.fl per 
cent in IB46. Because of. the . new 
election law, which encouraged alli- 
ances among the center- parties, 
communist representation in the as- 
sembly was cut tram 183 to around 
110.

Despite the newest cutback for- 
mula, developed by ti» national

.Justry probably will build 1,400,000 
pastensretr cars during 'the July- 1 
through -December period, With tha 
indicated output of this year's first 
half that would mean a total Itfll 
production of about 8,500,000 pas- 
senger cars. Truck output, surrently

If the Russians ever had any serious Inten- 
tion of working out a program, they have long 
since abandoned It. The western powers made 
one last determined effort to flush trio Krem- 
lin out by proposing a meeting In Washington 
next month— the agenda to consist of topics 
■Jready agreed upon. Moscow turned the bid 
down by declaring that only a conference on 
Its own terms would be acceptable. 

There'.! nothing left now but a Jockeying 
lot position. Each side wants the other to 
bear the blame for breaking off the prelim- 
inary talks. 

The Russians, noted for their Infinite pa- 
tience, appear ready to sit In Paris until the 
next Ice A«e. They wish to wear down the 
West to a point where, In sheer disgust, its 
diplomats will go home, leaving the Kremlin 
free to trumpet that the United States, Brit- 
ain and France "refuse to talk peace." 

There Is something a little ludicrous about 
the behavior of western diplomats in this 
predicament. British and French deputies, 
particularly, seem willing to do almost any- 
thing totvert a break-up that can be pinned 
on them. One or two even say It would be 
better to accept the Russian terms than 
«uf fer that. 

No one denies, of course, that the French 
nave a big wan? In the reaction such a 
break-up would produce among their citi- 
zenry, which Is markedly vulnerable to Red 
propaganda. 

But the British-French attitude looks like 
evidence, primarily, that the West has utter- 
ly no faith in Its ability to sell Its own case 
to the people of Europe. 

The fact that Paris negotiations have 
proved a fiasco Is due wholly and solely to the 
customary Lntranslgeance of the Russian dep- 
uty, -Andrei Gromyko. He Is plainly acting 
under orders to see that nothing positive Is 
accomplished. 

His methods of obstruction have been 
transparent from the start. The record Is 
clear, and It convicts the Russlana^pt every 
dilatory tactic in the book. 

What that adds up to Is quite simple: It Is 
Russians, not the western powers, who are 
blocking peace talks. They've been doing so 
since 1645, and this Is merely the latest and 
longest-drawn-out of their maneuvers. 

Is it Impossible for us to "tell this story 
convincingly to the common cltlaens of the 
western world? Have we no effective anti- 
dote to the ridiculous distortions with which 
the Russians seek to poison the European 
mind? 

To sit, as It were, trembling at the confer- 
ence table In Paris for fear of making a move 
that could serve Russian propagandists Is to 
suggest we are helpless. 

The Paris farce constitutes a waste of good 
diplomatic manpower. It ought to end at the 
earliest possible moment. 

And If we need a whole new western propa- 
ganda program to tell the truth about events 
like this, then let's get one. We ought to have 
iiad anough^of-thli quaklng_ln_Dur-boota_for_ 
fear that some new Russian fantasy may 
take hold of the vulnerable European popu-

Its irrational 
flaunting of Its own extremist views will not 
then stand It In good stead.

Indeed, the IMS report was considered as so un- 
important at Washington that Secretary Acheaon did 
not mention It In the famous White Paper on China ha 
Issued In IMS. It became Important only when ha 
thought It could be used against his far eastern critic.* 

IIONITICANT— Secretary Marshall'* controversial 
report was not made public until January, 1M7, after 
he had spent almost a year In negotiations with Chiang 
and Mao. Although he recognlxed the difficulties In 
arranging permanent peace, he believed It possible to 
create a strong, unified government composed of na- 
tionalists, communists and middle-of-the-road liberals. 

But the significant portion of his official report It 
that, despite the bitterness and warfare between the 
two factions, hi declared for an lmmedlat* merger. 
H« said: 

It Is alto to be hoped that in the interim period, the 
door will remain open for eommunltts and other group! 
to participate, if they see fit to assume their share of 
responsibility for the future of China." 

There is atlll another generally unknown chapter to 
the Marshall •Acheson attempt to force an alliance de- 
scribed by Oeneral Wedemtyer as an "impossible ml*, 
turf of oil and water." He repeatedly warned Marshall 
that the proposed compromise would fall. Ha ad- 
vocated In September, IBtT, a five-year program of 
economic and military aid to Chiang. 

BILL — But to sure wa* Acheion of Marshall's suc- 
cess that, through the summer of 1B4S, he framed a 
special bill authorizing President Truman to sell, lease 
or give arms, planes and naval vessels to the republic 
of China. It was Introduced as house resolution 8,516 
at state's request. Both itata and defense officials, 
Including Aehtson urged It* prompt passage. Tele- 
graphed Secretary Marshall from China: 1 

The assistance authorlud In this bill will be carried 
out In accordance with the program of reorganisation 
and Integration of nationalist government and Chinese 
armies, bo agreed upon by government and oonununlit 
representative*." 

When the agreement failed to eventuate, we with- 
drew a ll aid from Chiang.
